PROSPECTUS 1979-80 
1. Admission: 

18th August 1979. 
Admission is restricted to men students admitted to Government Law 
College, Trivandrum . Application for admission should be made to the 
Warden in the prescribed form . Application can be - had from the Hostel 
office in person on payment of Re. 1 (one).- A self-addressed stamped 
cnvelope should be sent to the office in case the application form had to be 
forwarded by post. Remittance from distant places has to be made only by 
Money Order addressed to the Warden, Government Law College Hostel, 
Trivandrum - 1. 

Students will be selected for admission to the Hostel only after 
interview by the Warden to be held on a specified date after their admission 
to the college. 25 % of the rooms are reserved for S. C.S).T/O.E.C. 
students . The Warden reserves the right to reject admission to any student 
without assigning any reason therefor. 
II. Discipline: 

1. The Warden is the loco parentis to the inmates. 

2. Inmates should not remove article of furniture or other items 
belonging to the Hostel,and the power of bulbs uscd should on no account 
exceed 40 watts. All damages done to the Hostel propery (including 
things lent for their use) by the inmates will have to be made good by 
them . 

3. No inmates of the Hostel shall take active part in political/religious 
meetings, processions or propoganda in the hostel premises. 

4. Inmates are strictly prohibited from the use of liquor or any 
intoxicating substance inside the Hostel, If any such cases are detected and 
proved such inmates will be expelled from the Hostel. 
III. Mess: 

1. Mess of the Hostel will start functioning only after sufficient 
number of students are admitted /joined . 

2. There will be only one mess in the Hostel. Vegetarian and 
non -vegetarian food willbe provided there. But the rate of mess will be 
same both for vegetarian and non -vegetarian . 

3. The mess may form itsown rules consistent with th bye-laws and 
subject to the approval of the Warden . 
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4. No member except themess representative shall enter the kitchau . 
The mess representative can report complaints, if any, against the staff 
of thecess, to the Warden through office. They will make good relationi 
between them for the simooth running of the mess. 
5. Food will be served in the mess only at the following times. 
Morning 

7.30 to 9 
Noon 

12.30 to 1.30 
Evening 

3.30 to 5 
Night 

7.00 to 8.30 
For the smooth running of the mess the inmates are to comply strictly 
with the time schedule given above . 

6. Taking ofmess is compulsory for the inmates. If the inmates stay 
in the Hostel after taking leave from mess their presence would be marked 
and dues will be collected from them . 

7. Inmates are not allowed to take food as guests or as guests of other 
inmates. 

8. The boarding charges shall be based on the expenditure towards 
the regular food of the month . 

9. The boarding charges shallnot in the case of any boarder be 
Hable to reduction unless he is absent from the hostel for 5 consecutive days 
in the month . Defaulters ofmess dues will not get the benefit of this , 
reduction. 
IV . Guests: 

1. Those who wish to stay their guests in the Hostel shall get prior 
permission from the Warden and pay a lodging fee of Rs. 2 per day for the 
stay of each guest. Such stay, however, shall not exceed two days . 

2. Those who wish to take food for their guest should seek prior 
permission by written request from the Warden /Mess representative. 
Inmates should not take the guests to the mess hall without complying 
with the above direction . Such guests about whom information is not given 
will not be given food. 

Even if they do not take food after getting permission , the guest charge 
will be charged to the account of concerned inmate.

On or before the 10th of every subsequent month the following dues 
shall be paid without fine. 

(a ) Boarding charges including extras ifany . 
(b) Room rent, establishment charges and electricity and water 

charges. 
If any boarder fails to pay the dues on the 10th day , the dues will be 
accepted with a fiucof 12 ps. per day upto 15th of that month and with a 
fine of Rs. 1.60 on 20th ofthat month . After 20th of every subsequent 
month , the defaulters will not be allowed to enjoy the mess and will loss, 
benefit ofthe reduction of mess charges. 
VI. , General 

1 All inmates who are final year students shall vacate the Hotel on 
the last day of their respective examinations. Any other inmate may stay 
after his examination and before the re-opening date only with the specific 
permission of the Warden and such inmate shall be bound to pay the rent 
and other charges as per rules. 

2. Admission once granted to inmates will not confer any claims for 
their continuance in the Hostel. 

3. Rules in the prospectus pasted in rooms should be strictly complied 
with by the inmates . 

4. The Warden may frame standing orders to regulate internal 
matters and other details from time to time.
